1t is proper to state, cven at this late day, that the
fine Steamer Night Hawk, Capt. SmiLey, from Bermu-
fa, in frying to enter New Inlet bar, about a week
ago, grounded on the North bresker, sbout a mile
from shore, and was instantly boarded by a launch from
the gunboat Monticello, whe proceeded to fill the ship’s
boats with hir clficers and crew. The sentinels on
Fort Fisher hearing the distant report of musketry,
gave the alarin, and the Commander of thq Fort sas—
pecting that the sicamer aground had been attacked,
immedictely lighted her up by meauns of rockets and
chelled right and left cf ber. At the first rocket the
enemy took fright and skeddddled, leaving more than
hall the officers and crew to take care of themselves.—
These reached the Fortin safety. The Yankees did
not leave, however, uotil they bad set the Steamer on
fire fure-and-aft, and as the wind was strong the flames
epread rapidly. ‘Lhe garrison of Fort Fisher had never
geen a ship destroyed under their guns, and were de-
termined, as it appears, to reacua thic one, and we are
frformed, in spite of fire fore and aft, the gallant sol-
dicrs boarded the Steamer anidships, and, with all the
available buckets, commenced to fight the flames. It
was not very leng before the fire was got uuder, and
with the assistance of boats and crews from other
BSteamers, before noon the next day the fire was entirely
gubdued.

The steamer was in the breakers, and only half the
work ol saving ber dope. The soldiers went to work,
anloaded her, and with the aid of negroes at the pumps,
enabled the Engineera to get up steam and bring the
gteamer safely to Wilmington by ber own power. Capt.
BurLey waa capturcd, but his place was filled by Capt.
Marv, first cfficer ¢f the Falcon, who remained here to
get the Night Hawk (ff. We have given the above
facts relative to the Night Hawk, because we think
the noble conduct of our troore at. Fort Fisher deserve
to have some credit for their heroic efforts ih saving a
valuable steamer.

confirmed by parties who reached here this forenmoon, di-
rect from his command. He captored the entire garrison
consisting of three regimentza—3000 in all.

The Yankee cavalry which were skirmishisg with cur
forces at Fairburn yesterday, fell back and our men again
ocoupy their former position, from wkioh we had fallen
back a little.

Fighting en the Norih Sida of James Eiver,

The Ri Whag of the 8th iust., has the follow-
ing summary of the fizht on the Nerth Side of the
James on Friday last : .

Inquiries at the nsaal sources of information, up to a
quarter past nine o'clock, produced no official intelli-
geace ing the progress and ragults of the fight-
ing yesterday, our lines on the North-side.

a geatleman who left beadquarters yesterday eveniog at

about 4 o'clock P. M., we are epsbled, however, to
themdut a tolerably concise account of the operations of

Acc’ording to our informant’s atatement, the Grst
fighting occured at Battery Harrison. At aboat 8
o’clock, A. M., oiir mén moved against the work—the
euemy having placed themselves in position, some dis.
tance from the Battery to meet the attack. In the coa-
flict that ensued—'he Yankesloss beiog very beavy at
this point—our forces made a vic'orions charge, result-
ing in the driving of the Yankees iuto the dort.

Qace under the protection of the defences of the fert,
however, the enemy rallied sufficiently to successfully
resist the farther advance of our men. This indecisive
success on the part of the Yarokees closed the operations
of the day near Battery Harrison —our fcrees-holding
the ground upou which the batile had beén waged.

All aceounts concur in placing our loss at a very low
figure, whilst that of the enemy was very severe,

About an bour after the commeucement of the fight
at Battery Harrison, namely, at 9 o’clock, our forces
atruck the right of the Yaokee line rr the Darbytown
road, driving the enemy in confusior, through their
works, for over two miles, aod captaring some three or
four bundred prigoners, snd nine pieces of artillery.—
The epgagemsn! at this point is reported to bave been
the heaviest of the day, and our success was mnot ob-
tained without a valuable saerifice of life, The gallant
Gen. Gregg, commanding a Texan brigade, here fell in
the advance. T'o the bercie efforts and untiring indus-
try of this noble cfficer, much of our succeesful defesce
of the Nortk-gide lately bas been due.

Bratten, of S. U., budiy wounded ; Colonel Haske'll,
commandirg Tth 8.

To this end, we shou!d lose no
occasion, nor omit any proper means to convincs the North
that we are still, as we always bave been, williog to adjaat}
the diffienities between uy, mpcn bonorahle terms. Wa
have avowed our desire for peace and readiness for pego-
tiatino from the very beginning of the war, in every form.
in which organized communitins can give expression to!
their will. gWo have avowed itin Execative messages, jn}
Lecislative resolvea, avd Congressional mauifeatoes. 1

What more can we do, in view of cur aitaation? Gladly
wonld T do more, if it wers possibla. Bat 1 do not tw.!iauj
that it . We can inangurate no movement that wounld iead |
to the resnlt so earnestly desired by every friend of humsn-;
ity. and so urgently demanded by the interests of both sec-}
tions. Our military sitoation wonld seem to forbid <ven |
the attempt. The oapture of Atlanta and Richmood is ra.
garded by the asuthorities of the United States, asa'l thati
is necessary for our ultimate subjogation. They have cap-
tared Atlanta, and Gen. Graat says the pgarly capture of
Richmond is certain, beyond a doubt. What, nnder the |
cirenmstances, would be the probable ¥fect of any peace
mnvemsnt at the Bouth? Wonld it conciliate ths N yrth ?
Would it inspire the government of ths United Btates wity !
a sense of juitics, or ferbaarance, or magoanimity ? Mo far |
from thie, it wonld be construed into’ intimidazion on our
part, and it wounld stimulate and intensily the war spirit of .
the North. It would be regarded as our confession of over- |
throw aucd the premenitory symptom of our readinesa tn sone
for mercy on the bended knee of ancondit onal surrender.

Tn visw of the avowed object of the war on the part of the
Northern Government, it is very ceriain that there oan be
LO peace, upon any honorable tsrms, 80 long as its pre-
gent rulers are in power. The President of the
Unitsd Statez has proclaimed emancipation aud his deter-
mination to enforce it by the aword. He has anpourced,
in advanes ef any formal offsr of negotiation on our part
that ha will not treat with rebels (as be i pleaved to cal
the people of the Oonfederate Btates) except upon the oon-
diti~a tha' we lay down our sims, abandou slavery, avd
rctorn to the Upion. He wiil then grantsveh termi as
may be compatible with bis sense of justice, liberality and
mrgoanimity. 8o lorg, therefore, as its present rulers are
in power, and this policy shail be adhered to, ihere can bs
no peace berween usnnd the Goverament of the Unlleq
Btates, which will not bring vpon us conflication. socia
disorganization, poverty, degradation, and Intolerable dis-
hosor. What worse would be our doom if subjogated by
mi i'arv power ? Satljagation is no worse than the sab-
mission offercd to us as the only coedition of peace., It
wouid at Jesat gave to us our hooor.

If 1the peopla ot the Uuited States will change their rulare;
if they wiil repudiate the avowed policy of subjagation ; it
ther wili re'urn to a practical reccgoition of the true prin-
ciples which unadertie the whole structurs of American
guvernments, organiged to secure and maiatainm coostitu-
tional liberty, the dour will soon be cpened for an honora
ble and lasting peace. Peiace, upon any other terms, ia-

olves the loss of liberty, becaunze it will be the resalt of
force—not of choice and compact between co-equsl and
sovereign Btales. Peace, upon any otuer terms, meaus
desgpotism, enthroned in empire—mot republicanism fecund-
ed upon **tre consent of the governed’’ and organized

‘*in such form a# to them shall seemn moat likely to eflect
their sefety and bappiness.’”” This is the kind of peace
which the United Btatea now propose to enforce upon the
people of the Confederate SBtates—the peace of death tou
constitntioral liverty—the stagnant peace of desporism—
the peace which chains and prirou-bars impose.

I lovk with anxiety to the appruaching Presidential elag-
tion in the United Btates. Foe although the Chicago plat-
form falls below the great occasion, aud the mominee =till
lower, yot the triomph of the Damocratic party of the
North will certainly sscure a temporary suspesosion of hos-
tilities aud an eflurt to make peace by an appeal to reason.
They dbofess that four yeara of bloody war, as a meaus of
restoring the Uuion, hzs proven a tailute. They deolare
that the truoe principles of American governmont have
hgen disregardnd and trampled under fout, by the present
Executive of the United Btatea. Their saccess will bring
8 change of administration and, with that, a change of pol-
icy. 1: will do more, aod what is of infiaitely greater im-
portance, it will bring the two contending parues face to
face, in the arena of reason and consultation. Then and
there can be discussed the bidtory of all our d'ficalties, the
principles iavoived in the bloody issue and ths respeciive
interests of both goveroments, Boch is my conviction of
the omnipotence of trath and right, that I feel an abiding
confidesce, that an hooorable peace would uliimately
spring from soch deliberations.

in their long cherished devotion to the Union of ths States
— a seutiment which challeoges my respect—tha paple of
the North, 1t seems to me, have fallen into two grave and
capital errors. Oa the one haud, they a'tach au aodas fn-
portaLce to the mere fact or form of Uulos, igaoring tho
principle and objects of the Union, and forgetting that it
ceasca to be vatuable when it fails to secure 1kat obj=ct
and maiatain thoss “priociples.

Bath opiniops ara
wrong. The old Union was aun organization of Btates, Bat
it was more : it was such an organization, founded npon
great priociples, in order te give the most efficient scouii-
ty tor Je maintenance of those very same priociples.—
These Friﬂclpla& are the sovereignty of the States ; tha
right cf the people to govera theineeives; the right ot each
Btate to regulate ita own domestic affairs ; to establish ita
own system of lahor, aid to pursue ita own oareer of eu-
terprise, suvject to no restrictions cxcept such us are ex-
pressed 1 the Federal Codsutution. 0a these the Usioa
was bLased, and constituled the solema goaraates of ali,
that each State shou'd be protected in tucir nodisturbed
erjoyment. When it failed todo this, or wha. is worss,
wheu its goverument passed iuto ths admiuistration of
thoss whose avowed policy and measurea mast lead to the
overthrow of those pricciples, it was virtually at oy 6nd,
and in their opinion, ceased Lo ve valuable to the prcpis of
the Contederaie Btates. Henco, secession was not resort-
ed to mereliy to throw off the Uaioa. Our people lovad the
Usion, acd honored its once glorions fl g, for wue rich megp«
ories that ciustered around it.

They iait it with & relactasce and regret to which history
will scarcely do jastice., TLey were, se tuey are now,
wedded to tue priuciples on which the Union was founded;
they separated from it, but to vindicate and maintaio thew,
Whether they acted wisely or unwisely must be lell to the
impartial arbitrament of time and comiag events, But no
peuvple were evar prompted to 80 momentous a slep by
inftier devotion o coastitationrl hiberty. For his, we ace
devcunced as rebelsagaiost the government of the United
States, aud threatened with the vloody doom of traitors ;
our country is invaded, our homes de:c!ated aud our poo-
ple slain by hestile arwies. We are toid Lthst we mast be
conqaered or exterminated. ‘1he North is fightinvg us to
mautaio the mere fact or form of Union, by furce. We
are deievding ourscives, 10 preserve the great priuciples
which’lay st the foadfdation of the Union. It we be reoweis
agaiast tne oue, if < sposed to baudy epithets, we might
reply that they who advocate and wage this war againat
iy, are traitore to the othar. If there is wroug oo either or
Dutl sidie, let impartial hetory decide who ate thogreater
ginncrs,  ‘This 1 Lne naked truth.
